Wiley said the agency had con- 


trol of about §505,000,000 of as- 
sets of which $209,000,000 have 
been disposed of and $296,000,000 
remain. 


He said 55 active companies 


etill are under control and that 
16 of them have assets of more 
than one million dollars.

( And Film corporation, second larg- 
Vst maker of photographic film 
in this country. 


"Mas,s of Tips" 


Wiley has been issuing a series 


of critical statements about the 
agency in recent months. He said 


• these have brought him a "mass 


of tips" about 
activities 
that 


should be probed. 


He proposed that the inquiry be 


made by a senate judiciary sub- 
Committee with a special staff of 
experts able to trace complicated 
affairs of the seized properties and 
corporations. 


Wiley said the proposed inquiry 


Is supported by Senators Douglas 
(D-IH) Dixon (R-Calif), and Mc- 
Carthy (R-Wis).

W. Weeks radioed that the 
tugboat man "managed to get 
aboard over the taffrail of the 
Enterprise and is now stand- 
big by with Capt. Carlsen."

was quoted as saying he is "confi- 
dent I can get tow rigged if we 
get a break in the weather." 


The message from the Weeks - 


timed at 8:30 a. m. (CST) said 
fog was closing in and the wind 
had increased to 28-32 knots at 
times.

5 Tries Fail 


The Weeks reported late today 


a rescue tug had made five vain 
tries in worsening weather, to 
get a towline to Capt. Kurt Carl- 
sen and his crippled freighter. 


The message followed hours ot 


silence from the destroyer—the 
John W. Weeks—which earlier had 
reported it might take Carlsen off 
his wallowing vessel "sometime 
today." 


The Weeks is standing by the 


freighter and the rescue tug Tur- 
moil about 300 miles west of Eng- 
land's southern tip. 


The turmoil arrived shortly be- 


fore midnight last night, flipped 
on its powerful searchlights and 
tried three times to put a line 
aboard. 


Carlsen, hanging with one hand 


to the starboard rail of his lurch- 
ing ship, failed to catch any of 
them and the Turmoil backed off 
to wait for dawn. 


Lists Badly 


The Flying Enterprise was list- 


ing 60 to 70 degrees. 
But de- 


spite the fierce buffeting she took 
from the worst Atlantic storm in 
50 years, she still was buoyant. 


The ship was broken across the 


middle, through the third of her 
five holds.

U. S. Takes Dim View of Red 
Proposals for Settling War 


PARIS—(AP)—The United States expressed grave concern today 


that a new Russian move to bring up Korean armistice negotiations 
in the United Nations Security council might break up the talks now 
going on At the front. 


U. S. Delegate Benjamin Cohen 


told a news conference that the 
U. S. could not understand why 
the Soviet Union had made such 
a proposal at a time when truce 
talks in Korea appeared to be 
making slow but sure progress. 


U. S. Opposed 


Cohen said the U. S. was de- 


cidedly and unqualifiedly opposed 
to a Russian resolution calling for 
a special high-level Security Coun- 
cil meeting to discuss how to aid 
the armistice talks. 


The proposal, he declared, could 


not fail to have a bad effect on 
the talks at Panmunjom. He said 
he wondered whether the Russians 
want to settle the Korean war or 
reopen it. 


The effect of the resolution In- 


troduced by Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Y. Vishinski, he declar- 
ed, might well be to delay or dis- 


rupt the talks now going on. 


If the Soviet Union thinks it 


can help push them to a success- 
ful conclusion, he declared, they 
are no doubt in touch with the 
Chinese Communists and North 
Koreans and can work through 
them. 


Diversionary Operation 


Cohen charged that the Soviet 


proposals, which also included a 
section calling for the 
council 


meeting to range over all subjects 
of international tension, were a 
diversionary operation neatly de- 
signed to appeal to man's hope 
for peace. 


Such a meeting, he said, might 


well have the reverse effect of in- 
creasing tensions, especially if Vi- 
shinsky were to use it as a prop- 
aganda forum for more vitriolic 
speeches against the West.

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Stuart Symington to Bow Out 
Of RFC; Aids will Leave Also 


WASHINGTON. 
(AP)—Stuan 


Symington, an ace pinch-hitter 
u>r the Truman administration for 
six years, will bow out in a few 
weeks as head of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, prob- 
ably taking a sizeable slice of top 
RFC officials with him. 


President Truman told his news 


conference yesterday he expects 
to accept a resignation from the 
ruggedly h a n d s o m e Symington 
teter this month. Symington is 
planning to return to private busi- 
ness. 


Symington and his houseclean- 


ing crew took over the big govern- 
ment lending agency las^ May 
when it was a storm center. A 
senate subcommittee had charged 
the RFC with yielding to a politi- 
cal influence ring with White 
House contacts. 


Symington was out of town and 


got available for comment, but 
Tfe had said only recently he want- 
ed to .eave the government. 


Policies Not Involved 


Mr. Truman said RFC policies 


were not involved in the resigna- 
tion. Symington has been at odds, 
however, with some state depart- 
ment officials over deadlocked ne- 
gotiations with Bolivia on new tin 
prices. 


James Allen, a special assistant 


-^ Symington, said today he ex- 
pects to resign shortly, ^eter I. 
Bukowski, Chicago banker who 
has been No. 2 man in the agency, 
stepped out over the weekend. 
Sohs Horwitz, RFC general coun- 
sel, indicated he might leave soon. 


Officials said five other top 


assistants to 
Symington 
may 


leave along with their boss. These 
include Edward C. Welsh, econo- 
mist, Don Burrows, 
controller, 


Spencer Shannon, materials ex- 


pert, Ramsay Potts, military ex- 
pert, and Dabney Penick, invest- 
ment adviser. 


Called Wonder Boy 


Symington was called a "won- 


der boy" six years ago when, at 
the age of 44, he took over mill- 
ions of dollars in war surplus sales 
for the government. 


In less than a year he was 


shifted by the president to be- 
come assistant secretary of war. 
After unification of the armed 
services, he became the first sec- 
retary of the air force, in 1947. 
His next job was chairman of the 
National S e c u r i t y Resources 
Board, a long-range defense plan- 
ning agency, just as the U. S. 
military buildup was starting." 


Orders Changes 


Moving into the RFC, Syming- 


ton ordered a rapid series of policy 
changes. All loans were made pub- 
lic, a drastic change from past 
secrecy. Companies seeking RFC 
oans had to list their representa- 
.ives dealing with the agency and 
iad to report any fees involved. 
Regional RFC offices were strip- 
ped of power to approve loans. A 
strict set of principles was estab- 
ishcd 
for 
government lending 


which ended grants to gambling 
louses and luxury hotels. 


Symington said any influence 


jeddling would be "poison" in 
the RFC. He said the lending 
agency must become a "Model of 
ntergrity."

Disputes May Lie Ahead 


In the old da^s if the Philadelphia shoemakers went on 


strike, no one suffered much except the shoemakers and 
their employers. New shoes weren't a necessity. 


In those late 18th century days a strike in one city 


might affect that city, but that one only, because the Ameri- 
can society was a lot more simple then. 
: 
The various parts weren't interdependent. Unions were 


few and small. No industry was vital to the whole country. 
It's different today when the whole structure of American 
life is built on interdependency, with unions nationwide and. 
some industries extremely vital. 
• 
• 
• 


Today a long coal, steel or railroad strike could ruin the 


defense program and in normal times it could wreck the 
economy. A prolonged railroad strike, for instance, is un- 
thinkable. 


Imagine the effect of a month-long train and truck 


strike, shutting off food and other supplies from all the 
cities. There'd be riots certainly. Probably there'd be revo- 
lution. No government could permit it. 
• 
* 
* 


Congress certainly is aware of this growing interdepen- 


dency of all the American parts, as it has demonstrated in 
legislation aimed at avoiding strikes. 


The Railway Labor Act provides long machinery for 


settling disputes between the rail unions and the companies, 
with the underlying idea that the longer they talk the better 
the chance of a settlement; 
, 


And the Taft-Hartley act lets the president get a court 


injunction forbidding a strike for 80 days, again giving both 
sides more time for a settlement. 
• 
• » 


But in no case has congress flatly forbidden a strike. 


When the 80-day T-H injunction ends a union is free to strike. 
And a rail union can strike when all the Railway Labor Act 
machinery is exhausted. . 


In stopping just short of flatly forbidding a strike con- 


gress has been guided by the underlying principle of as much 
freedom as possible for everyone, including unions and em- 
ployers 


So, by stopping short of a ban on strikes in vital indus- 


tries, congress has tried to let unions and employers reach 
agreements through free, collective bargaining. 
• 
* 
» 


But it gets less and less free, the more the government 


steps in the present steel dispute. When negotiations be- 
tween the Steelworkers' union and the cqmpanies broke 
down, the union threatened a strike. 


Such a strike now would wreck the defense program. In- 


stead of using T-H's 80-day delay, President Truman stepped 
in and asked both sides to let the government's Wage Sta- 
bilization Board examine the dispute and make a recommen- 
dation on a''fair settlement. Both sides agreed. The union 
put off the strike. 


This is the latest example of where the government 


couldn't afford to let free, collective bargaining go all the 
way—that is, end in a strike—in a vital industry. 
• 
• • 


If the time comes when congress forbids a strike, it will 


have deprived workers of their best economic weapon. It 
would have to balance the scales by putting compulsion on 
employers. 


This would probably mean compelling both sides to let 


their quarrel be settled by an arbitrator—compulsory arbi- 
tration. 
» 
• • 


Unionists and employers express horror at the thought. 


But that's what may lie ahead, no matter who likes it. Each 
time the government steps in, as it has in the steel case now 
it's one more finger pointing toward the end of free, collec- 
tive bargaining in essential industries.

Infection Cause Eczema 


M. W. and several others have 


asked for a discussion of eczema. 
This disease, which is now more 
commonly known as dermatitis4 
venenata, is the result of contact 
between the skin and some sub- 
stance which irritates it, and is 
not from infection within the 
body. 


In a way, eczema is a kind cf 


allergy. At first eczema is likely 
to appear as a simple redness of 
the skin but if the irritation has 
been_ severe, blisters may form or 
even' small pus pockets. 


After a while the redness and 


other signs of inflammation may 
give way to chronic symptoms 
difficult to recognize. 


Eczema shows up on those parts 


of the body which' have come in 
contact with the irritating sub- 
stance. For this reason the hands, 
face, and legs are common loca- 
tions for the appearance of this 
skin condition. 


The skin has a burning or itch- 


ing sensation which often appears 
before it even shows any.-redness. 
The itching may be so severe as to 
cause a great deal of scratching 
and this injures the rkin still fur- 
ther. 


The list of substances which can 


cause eczema is almost unlimited. 
"Eczema" from poison ivy is a 
typical example. Hair dyes, face 


powders, shampoos, tincture of 
iodine, weeds, the d'ye in clothing 
are other common causes. 


More 
rarely, 
some printing 


inks, match boxes, and almost 
every substance known to be used 
in industry have been at one tim£ 
or another uncovered as the cause 
of eczema. 


FOUR AIMS OF TREATMENT 


There are four aims of treat- 


ment: to identify the substance 
which is causing the difficulty, 
to take steps to avoid further con- 
tact, to avoid putting things on 
the skin which might make the 
condition worse, and finally to 
use certain ointments and lotions^ 
which are mild and soothing, t<^ 
help relieve the inflammation and 
restore the skin to normal. 


Finding the cause is often quite 


a job. Sometimes it has required 
real detective ability on the part 
of the doctor. 


Another difficulty in many cases 


of eczema is that the patient 
with tincture of iodine or some 
other irritating substance which 
has caused a new type of irrita*. 
lion and conceals the nature o» 
the original one. 


Many skin specialists feel that 


self-treatment makes their job 
much harder than it should be.

KOREAN CHILDREN SHOW GREAT COURAGE 
Dr. You Chan Yang, the Boston-educated Korean 


ambassador to Washington, has just returned from the 
Orient with a story which he says illustrates the spirit 
of his people. 


In the war-blasted capital of Seoul, Korea, now 


reduced to a third of its foimer population, two lost 
children were encountered among the 60,000 or more 
orphans whose parents had been killed m the last year 
and a half. 


Poking around the ruins was an eight-year-old girl. 


On her back was strapped a four-year-old boy. A po- 
liceman asked her if the boy was her brother.

said no. 


She explained that her parents, her brothers and 


sisters had all been killed by the bomb that destroyed 
their home. 
She herself was outside at the time and 


so was saved. 


In the neighborhood panic and flight that followed 


she was separated from everyone she knew. But when 
the raid was over she found the four-year-old boy fol- 
lowing her and crying. 


He said he had lost his father and mother and had 


no place to go. So the girl put the boy on her back 
and for several weeks had been able to find enough to 
keep them both alive. Today they are in an orphanage. 


"Our people have suffered the loss of almost every- 


thing they own," says the ambassador, "but they have 
not lost their grip on themselves and I don't think they 
ever will.

Pay Raise for 
Armed Forces 
Gets Priority 


WASHINGTON—(A P)—Legis- 


lation giving all members of the 
armed forces a 10 per cent increase 
may get a high priority in the ses- 
sion of congress convening next 
Tuesday. 


Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) of the 


house armed services committee 
told newsmen today he has asked 
the rules committee to give the 
measure prompt clearance so it 
can be acted on immediately. The 
bill already has been approved by 
Vinson's committee by unanimous 
vote and there is no foreseeable 
major opposition in the house. 


The increase would be given to 


everyone in uniform, from the low- 
est-ranking private to'the highest 
general. It would apply not only 
to pay but also to subsistence and 
quarters allowances. It would not 
be retroactive. 


Retired service personnel also 


would receive the increase. 


Vinson's committee has estimat- 


ed the annual cost of the bill at 
800 million dollars. 


It said the increases are neces- 


sary to'meet cost-of-living boosts 
that have occurred since 1949, 
when the last general pay increase 
for service personnel was granted.
